“ Railway surgeons are learning many 
new facts in regard to the physical re­ 
quirements of railway employees,” said 
J . K. Matson of Chicago at the Sonthem. 
"Recently the railway surgeons of 
the United States held a national con­ 
vention in Chicago, and one nig ht I 
beard an interesting chat in the lobby 
of a hotel by some of them. 
The nni- 
versal opinion among them was that it 
is just as important that the ears of 
railroad 
employees, and particularly 
the ears of locomotive engineers, should 
be scientifically tested for natural or ac­ 
quired defects as that their eyes should 
be tested for possible color blindness. 
‘W histle deafness’ is now a common 
disease 
among 
railrc« d 
employeea 
Many a railroad accident conld be traced 
to this peculiar ‘w histle deafness’ if 
the trnth were known. 
This disease 
makes the ear of a locomotive engineer 
sensitive to the sounds by which he is 
immediately surronnded, but entirely 
deaf to sonuds of a ll other kinds. 
“ The same condition is often ob­ 
served among boiler makers, who can 
bear slig ht noises when the air is laden 
vv ith the clatter of hammers upon iron 
plates, w hile they are insensible to the 
same sounds in quiet surroundings. Lo­ 
comotive engineers sometimes have de­ 
fective ears that can detect slig ht sounds 
indicating imperfect working of the ma- 
cbinery, even while the bell is ringing 
or the whistle blowing or both are in 
use. A ioconiutive engineer thus afllict- 
ed should be relieved of duty for awhile 
until the ear has recovered its normal 
condition, enabling it to discriminate 
between sounds according to their ex act 
relative volume, pitch and intensity.”

W H IS T L E DEAFNESS. 


The Strange Disease Which Attacks Loco- 
motive Engineers. 
"Railway surgeons are learning many 
new facts in regard to the physical re­ 
quirements of railway employees,” said 
J. K. Matson of Chicago at the Southern. 
“ Recently the railway surgeons of 
the United States held a national con­ 
vention in Chicago, and one night I 
beard an interesting chat in the lobby 
of a hotel by some of them. 
The uni­ 
versal opinion among them was that it 
is just as important that the ears of 
railroad 
employees, and particularly 
the ears of locomotive engineers, should 
be scientifically tested for natural or ac­ 
quired defects as that their eyes should 
be tested for possible color blindness. 
‘W histle deafness’ is now a common 
disease 
among 
railroad 
employees. 
Many a railroad accident could be traced 
to this peculiar ‘whistle deafness’ if 
the truth were knowu. 
This disease 
makes the ear of a locomotive engineer 
sensitive to the sounds by which he is 
immediately surrounded, but entirely 
deaf to sounds of all other kinds. 
“ The same condition is often ob­ 
served among boiler makers, who can 
bear slight noises when the air is laden 
vv itll the clatter of hammers upon iron 
plates, w hile they are insensible to the 
same sounds in quiet surroundings. Lo­ 
comotive engineers sometimes have de­ 
fective ears that can deteot plight sounds 
indicating imperfect working of the ma­ 
chinery, even while the bell is ringing 
or the whistle blowing or both are in 
use. A locomotive engineer thus afflict­ 
ed should be relieved of duty for awhile 
until the ear has rec overed its normal 
condition, enabling it to discriminate 
betweeu sounds according to their exact 
relative volume, pitch and intensity.”

It had an 
asceusive force almost eijual to a balloon , 
but it could n ot be relied upon for pull­ 
in g up a human life. Dogs an d cats were 
sen t up without trouble, an d then it 
was resolved to con struct half a d ozen 
kites larger than the ex perimen tal affair. 
The object of havin g more than on e 
kite is more on accoun t of safety than 
real liftin g power. With a stead y breeze 
two kit(.s 25 Let across will pull an or­ 
d in ary man up several thousan d feet, 
but there is always the elemen t of the 
win d freshen in g a trifle an d sn appin g 
the fraiiH work ot the kites. 
With four 
or more kitis this d an ger is almost ob­ 
viated . The strain on the cable is great­ 
er, but the pn ll on an y in d ivid ual kite 
it, less, for when on e kite pulls more 
than its share the probabilities are that 
the strain will be d imin ished slightly 
cn the others, an d together they pre­ 
serve a balan ce. 
As siion as the large kites are com­ 
pleted they will bo tested sin gly by be­ 
in g « eut up 1,000 feet, an d bags of san d 
iitd at in tervals on tbe cable up to n ear­ 
ly the liftin g capacity of the kite itself. 
Then kites will be ad d ed on e at a time 
un til at least five are in tan d em. A d y­ 
n amometer will in d icate the puH An d 
liftin g power, w’hile tbe speed of tbe 
win d will be calculated as closely as 
possible.

As soon as the ex perimen ts d emon ­ 
strate the safety of tbe apparatus Ser­ 
gean t Bald win will make tbe in itial 
trip. 
A set of riggin g is bein g con ­ 
structed for him. 
It will con sist of a 
trapeze so suspen d ed from the steel ca­ 
ble us to be free to swin g across the 
lin e, bqt n ot in such man n er as to give 
sud d en strain s.

While there is n o particular ad van ­ 
tage in the kites over the balloon in the 
mat ter of usefn luess at an y particular 
uiiitud e, there are man y other ben efits. 
The balloon is at its best when there is 
n o win d , an d it is almost useless in a 
Stitt breeze. The kites are serviceable in 
all win d velocities up to 40 miles an 
i.i'ur. They are ex trtuiely portable an d 
e» .u bo sen t up in much less lime than 
it requires to till a balloon . When pulled 
d own , there is n o time lost in packin g 
us in tbe balloon , where tbe gn s is 
pumped back in to cylin d ers tr allowed 
to escape at great ex pen se. 
Bey cad the 
wagon s for tran sportin g the kit>m there 
is n o other apparatus required ex cept 
the balloon wagon , which carries the 
cable an d win d lass apparatua 
Tbe work of the sign al d epartmen t at 
fc rt Logan is rcceiiin g atten tion in 
foreign lan d s. 
A tew d ays ago the d e­ 
partmen t received from German y an ac­ 
coun t of ex perimen ts mad e there with a 
balloon an d car mad e en tirely of alu­ 
min ium. The “ bag” was cigar shaped 
an d very thin , bein g in tern ally braced 


*^0 as to preven t bucklin g un d er strain s. 
It was the first successful attempt at 
raisin g a balloon of this n ature, al­ 
though in makin g the ex perimen ts th© 
restrain in g cable was broken four times 
by the careless han d lin g of the operators. 
At Fort Logan there has n ever bc*en an 
accid en t d ue to carelessn ess for the rea- 
8c»n that n othin g is d on e in d ivid ually. 
Tbe men are traiued an d d rilled to d o 
certain work accord in g to tactics prear­ 
ran ged . an d there is n ever an y cx cite- 
in eut or bustle in an y man n er. 
Although much success has atten d ed 
the ex perimen ts at the torped o station 
in th© east, the work at B'ort Logan is 
bein g watched with much in terest by 
military authorities, who are an x ious 
to d etermin e just what may be ex pected

A mile iii the air with nothing above 
but u << nple < i kites and only a slender 
iteat cable br Low will be the experience 
of the muuuJ sergeants Hi Fort Logan, 
Colo., within a f* w week#—that is, it 
will Ik* the experience of any who care 
to try it, for the men are engaged in 
making six cellular kites 25 feet across 
for asp in army work. 
For so m e weeks pnst the air above the 
fort lins at tiroes been filled with strange 
objects. 
When a 15 foot kite was sent 
up recently, the soldiers gave a few 
glances at it and th«m the novelty end­ 
ed. 
In the signal details, however, the 
uovelty*bas not yet worn off, for the 
original kite only served to stir up their 
ambitions to excel every nation on earth 
in utilising this novel rn* ans for signal­ 
ing. The 15 foot affair was built of hick­ 
ory skeleton mid silk dress. 
It had an 
ascensive force almost equal to a balloon, 
bat it could not be relied upon for pull­ 
ing up a human life. Dogs and cats were 
sent up without trouble, and then it 
was resolved to construct half a dozen 
kites larger than tho experimental affair. 
The object of having more than one 
kite is more on account of safety than 
real lifting power. With a steady breeze 
two kites 25 feel across will pull an or­ 
dinary man up several thousand feet, 
but there is always the element of the 
wind freshening h trifle aud snapping 
the franu work of the kites. 
With four 
or more kites this danger is almost ob­ 
viated. The strain ou the cable is great­ 
er, but tho pull ou any individual kite 
is less, for when one kite pulls more 
than its share the probabilities are that 
the strain will be diminished slightly 
en the others, aud together they pre­ 
serve a balance. 
As 8(5011 as tho large kites are com­ 
pleted they will be tested singly by be­ 
ing sent up 1,000 feet, aud bags of sand 
tied at intervals on the cable up to near­ 
ly tho lifting capacity of the kite itself. 
Then kites will be added one at a time 
until at least five are in tandem. A dy­ 
namometer will indicate tho pull and 
lifting power, while the speed of the 
wind will be calculated as closely as 
possible. In this manner important data 
can be compiled which will be of ines­ 
timable value to the army. At tho pres­ 
ent time similar experiments as to wind 
pull are being made at Sandy Hook, and 
a comparison of the results will estab­ 
lish facts relative to the pulling power 
of w ind at the same speed but of differ­ 
ent densities due to altitude. 
As soon as the experiments demon­ 
strate the safety of the apparatus Ser­ 
geant Baldwin will make the initial 
trip. 
A set of rigging is being con­ 
structed for him. 
It w ill consist of a 
trapeze so suspended from the steel ca­ 
ble us to be free to swing across the 
line, bqt not in such manner as to give 
sudden strains. 
A telephone line will 
enable the aeronaut to communicate 
with those on the ground, while an ane- 
loid barometer will tell bim the exact 
height above the earth. 
While there is no particular advan­ 
tage In the kite# over the balloon in the 
matter of usefulness at any particular 
altitude, there are many other benefits. 1 
The balloon is at its best when there is 
no wind, aud it is almost useless in a 
stiff breeze. The kites are serviceable in 
all wind velocities up to 40 miles an 
hour. They are extrt niely portable aud 
t\.n be sent up in much less time than 
■t requires to till a balloon. When pulled 
down, there is no time lest in packing 
as in the balloon, where the gns is 
pumped back into cylinders cr allowed 
to escape at great expense. 
Beyond the 
wagons for transporting the kit^ there 
is no other apparatus required except 
tho balloon wagon, which carries the 
cable and windlass apparatus. 
The work of the signal department at 
Fort Logan is receiving attention in 
foreign lands. 
A few days ago the de­ 
partment received from Germany an ac­ 
count of experimc nts made there with a 
balloon and car made entirely of alu­ 
minium. 
The “ bag” was cigar shaped 
and very thin, being internally braced 
•-o us to prevent buckling under strains. 
It was the first successful attempt at 
raising a balloon of this nature, al­ 
though in making the experiments the 
restraining cable was broken four times 
by the careless handling of the operators. 
At Fort Logan there has never been an 
accident due to carelessness for the rea­ 
son that nothing is done individually. 
The men are trained and drilled to do 
certain work according to tactics prear­ 
ranged. aud there is never any excite­ 
ment or bustle in any manner. 
Although much success has attended 
the experiments at the torpedo station 
in the east, the work at Fort Logan is 
being watched with much interest by 
military authorities, who are anxious 
to determine just what may be expected 
from kites when handled under the 
most favorable circumstances by experi­ 
enced men.—Rocky Mountain News.
